I ll agree that's one way of saving money, but it sure l e a v e s the 
Hondo users of electricity in the dark as far as the possible 
curtailment of electric power here is concerned. And if they want 
to find w ays to decrease their use of electricity, they definitely 
have to go to some other town to read the facts.
